Th* Administration has rightly attri­ 


buted the slowdown in the nation’s eco­ 
nomic growth to inadequate investm ent.

Nor is the amount sufficient to induce 
investm ent which business judgment 
otherwise would reject. As the Adminis­ 
tration regards the credit as a |>erriian- 
ent subsidy program, there would he no 
inducement to advance a capital spend­ 
ing program l>efore its normal ^ g in ­ 
ning. 
Despite all the sat} experiences the 
nation has had with subsidy programs 
and the distortion of the economy that 
invariably accompanies them, this is one 
more subsidy program, and a discrimi­ 
natory one as well.

Understanding Needed 


Reorganizations . . . mergers . . con­ 
solidations . . . jointures: the vocabulary 
of education is filled with half-under­ 


stood words which were virtually un­ 
known a generation ago. 


And, because some of the terms Are 
linked, in the public’s mind, with t a x 
increase, they have become unsavory. 
The result is a sort of mass opposition 
to any proposed changes in school ad­ 
m inistrative system s. 
Although area legislator* opjxised the 
law, to the man, a bill requiring larger 
school units squeezed through the I WU 
session of the Pennsylvania legislature. 
It w a* a last-minute Affair, acted upon 
without adequate study, and today there 
Is talk that it may be amended, or even 
repealed, at a later date. Selingsgrove 
area residents, both school directors and 
ordinary t&x-payers, tend to “bristle” at 
the thought of forming a single county 
school system, as will l>e required if the 
law goes unchanged, from the three 
jointures Shat now exist. 
We can only remind them that there 
were those who opposed jointures, when 
they were first proposed. 
Even though 
the merging of individual school d i s ­ 
tricts has not been all smooth sailing, 
there are few persons, today, who can­ 


not see the advantages of the combined 
operation. 
Cost of education, per pupil, 
is considerably lower in one area sc hool, 
th a n it is in another, where the cur­ 
riculum is more limited but the enroll­ 
ment is only alxMit one-third of the local 
total. 
What concerns us most, at the mo­ 
ment. is the current lack of understand­ 
ing of various types of school system s. 
I nion or merged schools, for example, 
are in no way connected with the forma­ 
tion of larger school units. 
A newlv- 
elected school director, who quite frank­ 
ly admitted that he ran for office this 
year in order to have a voice in opposing 
larger units, went on record — unoffi­ 
cially — as being against union schools. 
He failed to realize that this was merely 
a move to eliminate duplication of book­ 
keeping among the various districts al­ 
ready merged, for educational purposes. 
A genuine interest in our schools is 
commendable. But it takes an informed 
public, not just an aroused one, to ac­ 
complish what is la*st far our boys and 
girls and their tax-paying parents. We 
urge the “anti-change” elem ent to find 
out ju st what kind of change is con­ 
templated before being convinced that it 
is a bad move.
